Going a long

toward “putting governm ent into 
business” than any adm inistration 


in the United States, the Common­ 
w ealth governm ent of President 
Manuel L. Quezon frankly hopes 
to net fair profits from its ven ­ 
tures. 
Government ownership and op- j 
oration of com m ercial enterprises 
is not a new step in the Philip­ 
pines. 
Under the Am erican ad­ 
m inistration which preceded the 
C om m onwealth established in 1935 
under the independence act, the 
governm ent for years owned and 
operated the leading railroad, bus 
lines, the M anila hotel, largest in 
the islands, and the Cebu Portland 
Cem ent Co. These projects have 
netted substantial profits. 
Must Create Industries 
President Quezon’s governm ent, 
which is scheduled to become com ­ 
pletely independent in 1946, faces 
the task of creating local indus­ 
tries against the day when it m ust 
stand alone in the fam ily of na­ 
tions. 
The ‘'governm ent into business” 
drive is being handled by the N a­ 
tional D evelopm ent Company, an 
am ply 
financed 
govem m entally 
owned corporation. 
One of the latest projects of 
the com pany is the establishm ent 
of a cotton textile mill. Spinning, 
w eaving and finishing m achinery 
have been ordered from the United 
States and the m anufacture 
of 
textile goods is expected to begin 
by the close of 1938. A t present, 
the sizeable Philippine m arket for 
textiles is supplied by Japan and 
the U nited States. Philippine im ­ 
ports of American 
textiles 
ap­ 
proxim ate 8,000.000 square m eters 
monthly. 
In the field of mining, the NDC 
has decided to develop coal and 
iron deposits with a view ultim ate­ 
ly to develop dom estic sm elting. 
Several m onths 
ago, 
President 
Quezon turned down an attractive 
offer 
from 
Japanese 
interests 
eager to develop 
the 
Common­ 
w ealth’s iron deposits. 
Pish Cannery 
N ext 
During the past year, the NDC 
has received $10,000,000 from the 
Com m onwealth treasury for indus­ 
trial surveys, establishm ent of a 
food cannery, and a can factory. 
At the present-tim e, it is acquir­ 
ing 7,500 acres of fish ponds w ith 
a view to establishing a fish com ­ 
pany. 
In contrast 
to

private business, Philippine busi­

Much exploring and scientific 
study remain to he done, and combining 
resources and ideas seems to be the ac­ 
cepted way to go about it. 
The Lincoln Ellsworth Expedition is the 
next one planned. 
Ellsworth concentrates 
on making flights over the South Polar 
region. 
He does not dig in and set up an 
elaborate camp for ground exploring, as 
the two Byrd expeditions have done. 
Sir 
Hubert Wilkins, who has also done much 
polar flying, is joining forces with him. 
“The 
Ellsworth 
expedition,” 
says 
Wilkins, “will be about the last of the 
general reconnaissance trips. 
Future ex­ 
peditions will be more detailed. 
The place 
where we are going is a huge triangle 
about 2,000 miles in circumference and 
1,200 
miles 
long. 
Nothing 
except 
a 
general outline of the coast is known. 
It is 
the eastern half of the Antarctic. 
The 
western half has been explored many 
times.” 
The expedition will sail in the Wyatt 
Earp from Cape Town on October I. 
There are times in our own winters when 
we think people who insist on going to the 
South Pole are crazy. 
In August they 
seem wise. 
In any season, their work is 
more interesting, more romantic, more 
humane and useful than that of the war­ 
makers. 
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W AR LOOMS BEFORE AUG. 14 
W A SH IN G T O N — Sometimes it is quietest 
just before the storm, and this may be 


the situation in Europe today. 
Diplomats always have figured that if 
they could get by the first two weeks in 
August they would be fairly safe as far 
as war is concerned for another year. 
But now it begins to look as if the 
Nazis might not let the August deadline 
pass. 
All the confidential reports received 
here indicate that they are preparing for 
a real showdown. 
Here are some of the secret develop­ 
ments : 
Austrian 
and 
German 
businessmen 
have been unable to get freight cars in the 
area around the Czech bolder. 
All cars 
have been taken over by the military be­ 
c a u se of the heavy shipment of supplies. 
Underground airdromes are being built 
at terrific speed along the Czech border, 
especially on the Austrian side closest to 
Prague. 
German motorized transport, including 
| heavy artillery, tanks, and anti-aircraft 
i batteries, has been concentrated in Austria 
I near the Czech border. 
The Nazi Secret Council is reported to 
'have picked the date of August 13 for the 
I putsch into Czechoslovakia. 
Whether or not this latter report is 
I accurate, obviously cannot be confirmed. 
I But this much is definite. 
News of the 
! date is believed by the British Foreign Of- 
! fice, and is one reason for Lord Runciman’s 
visit to Prague and the sudden British de­ 
sire to put the quietus on Czechoslovakia. 
, British diplomacy today, works on the 
theory of surrender any thing that belongs 
to somebody else— but don’t risk a fight.

Another important factor which dis­ 
turbs the British is the real topic of con­ 
versation between Lord Halifax and Cap­ 
tain Weidemann, Hitler’s aide, just before 
King George and Queen Elizabeth went to 
Paris. 
News reports didn’t get it at the time, 
but what Weidemann proposed was that 
Germany give up completely her idea of 
colonies, and receive in turn a free hand 
to “colonize” Central Europe— Czechoslo­ 
vakia, Rumania, Jugoslavia, Hungary and 
the Ukraine. 
Hitler didn’t propose 
to 
conquer these countries, Weidemann said, 
merely bring them under the Nazi sphere 
of influence.

But the Weidemann message was discussed 
very seriously in Paris. 
All of these developments mean that 
you w'ant to hold your hat before the next 
two weeks have passed in Europe.

Do Polishes Harm Nails? 


By LOGAN CLENDENING, M. D. 
BOTH IN scientific medical cir­ 
cles anti in lay groups, domestic 
and social, there has been a great 
deal of recent interest in the ques­ 
tion of whether nail polishes and 
lacquers cause any irritation of the 
surrounding skin or any harm to 
the nails. 
The basis for nail lacquers usu­ 
ally is ethyl acetate or butyl ace­ 
tate. This is the solvent, in which 
nitrocellulose is dissolved. 
Talc 
and pigm ents are added to the con­ 
sistency and color required. 
But this does not exhaust the 
possibilities of the ingredients used 
in 
various 
preparations. 
O ther 
solvents such as acetone, cellosalve

and cellosalve acetate; aids to solv­ 
ents as tolnene, xylene, benzene, 
naphtha; nitrocellulose of various 
viscosities, drying in from ten to 
forty seconds; pyroxylin; and plas­ 
ticisers such as castor oil, trycresyl 
phosphate, butyl stearate, camphor 
or resin. 
Many of these have possible ir­ 
ritating effects on the skin or dry­ 
ing and crumbling effects on the 
nail. From the acetates mentioned, 
acetic acid may be formed and to 
this has been ascribed the nail in­ 
jury, consisting of brittleness and 
cracking. 
W rites of Brittle Nails 
Castello in his book on diseases 
of the fingernails, w riting of fra­ 
gile and brittle nails, says that "the 
cause in some cases is excessive 
and too frequent manicuring. The 
constant use of colored enamels 
and ethyl acetate or acetone to 
dissolve them produces the exces­ 
sive dryness and consequently the 
nails lose their elasticity. 
Cuticle 


removers, which consist cl solu­ 
tions of potassium hydrate, are 
also contributing factors.” 
Lacquer removers can also be 
toxic to certain people. 
This, I realize, is a somewhat ex­ 
trem ist view and sounds something 
like a husband sounding off on the 
subject. 
As a m atter of common 
observation, these lacquers and pol­ 
ishes do not do any harm , in the 
great m ajority of cases. 
In gen­ 
eral, the ingredients cause irrita­ 
tion only to specially sensitive peo­ 
ple. 
Anyone, however, who uses 
lacquer and begins to have brittle 
fingernails or scruffy skin around 
the nailbeds, should blame the lac­ 
quer and stop using it at once. 
And on general principles, I am 
perfectly willing to range myself 
on the side of the husbands, be­ 
cause the highly colored finger and 
especially toenails (seen on the 
beaches) are among the most hide­ 
ous sights of modern civilization.
